Seneca {omewhere {peaking of the 
Naturéof Man; There was atime when the world was much governed by 0+ 
racles ; private men went unto them as unto God, Kings and. Princes fent unto 
them to be advifed about greateft matters: and fo much faith was afcribed tinto 
them, generally , that the very word became a Proverb appliable unto.chofe 
things, whereof no queftion can be made. Yet thofevery ancient Heathens ; 
that tell us of thefe Oracles, tell us of their vanity; and though they fay not, - 
That all were falfe andcounterfeit, yet whileft they acknowledg it of fome.th 
give us juft occafion to fufpeé that it might have been found as true of the re 
alfo, had like care been taken to examine the truth of them alfo:

men ? Sentences and Judgments have pafled upon fuch cheats whemthey have 
been difcovered in‘moft. places of Europe, which publifhed:; But 
they have done ftrange things though (fome that were though: poflefféd) 
things impoflible, to ordinary fenfe, tobe done by Nature, itis very true;fome 
have: But they that know what ftrange things may be doneothe amaze: =” 
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~~ tle diftemper of the brain,fcarce difcernable unto any,but

of all not acquainted with fuch myfteries, by long Ue and Cuftome, they 
will not eafily wonder (fo as to make a fupernatural thing of it) though they 


fee things, which, to their fight and of moft, cannot but feem very,wonder- 
ful | and almoftimpoffible, As forthe bodily temper of man and of his Brain, # 
it hath been fufficiently by fome late, books of that fubject ( Enthufia/me ) 
both by reafons from Nature, and by fundry examples pears, that avery lit- — 
ofe that are well verfed 
in the ftudy of Natural caufes , isenough to reprefent Spirits, Angels and Di- 
vels, Sights and Stories of Heaven and Hellto the Fancy: by which fober kind 
of Madnefle and deliration, fo little underftood vulgarly, many havebeen,and | 
are daily deceived ; and from thefe things, through the ignorance of men , 
ftrange things fometimes haveenfued, and the peace of Common-weales hath 
fuffered not a litcle. | 
‘Ariftotle, in his Meteors, tells of one thatalwayes faw (fo he thought,at leaft). 
another man’s fhape before his eyes, and how they happened unto him naturally, 


he gives.a reafon. Hlyppocrates, "epi ( avery fhort Difcourfe, but fuil 


of excellent matter) fheweth how fome, both men and women, through Na- 
tural caufes, come to fancy to themfelvesthat they fee sdmoas, Divelsand Spirits, 
and tobe tormented intheir Souls, evento the making away of themfelves by 
their own hands. The Authorof the book, De Morbo Sacro, (very ancient too, 
but not right Hyppocrates, as many are of opinion) hath excellent matter too,to 
the fame purpofe. but I have not the book at this time by me. Hyppocrates , 
(where before) fheweth how many in that cafe were gulled by the Priefts of 
thofe times, makingthem believe, That this happened to them through the 


anger of fome god. “ They that are verftinthe Opticks know, That there is a 
“way, throughthe help of glaffes that fhall not be feen, to make moving fha- 


“ dows that fhall appear like Ghofts, tothe great terror of the ignorant behold® 
“er: anditis faid, ‘That pretended Aftrologers and Fortune-tellers cheat many 
“by thofe fights. It.is the opinion of fome Jewifh Rabbins, That what 
Ghofts or Souls are raifed by Necromancy, they alwayes appear iver focorpore, that 
is, their head dowards and feet upwards. Though nothing is tobe wondered ° 


‘at in Rabbins, who (commonly) are as fullof ridiculous conceits as ever came 


into the head of any Bedlam: Yet my opinion is, “ That the firft ground of 


\ & this. wild conceit ‘was, fome appearance by the Species of an object, gathered 


“through alicrle glaffe into adark room. For fo indeed the objects mutt ap- 
“ bear inver/o corpore if it be done in ahigh room, and the objectsfrom whence 


“che Spiecies are, gathered be lower shen the glaflethrough which they pafle. And 


the reafon of it is very Demonftrable to the fight of any reafonable man. Cer- ' 


tainly, by this fecret(which yet is no great fecret,being commonly feen and practif- 


ed among them that are any thing curious ) ftrange things may be done by a 


-Cunning-man to their great amazement that know not the caufe. There 


wonld be no end if.I fhould-attetnpt to gather from feveral Authors what hath 


been invented by men, and what may be done by Art to cheat men in matters - 
of thisnature. Letany man, that is yet a ftranger to it, but read che life of Alex- 
ander the falfe Prophet, or Prognofticator , written by Lucian, and he fhall fee no- 
table exartfiples of fuccefleful Cheats and Impoftures, {carce credible indeed, but 


that the:thing was yet then frefh and famous, and that all citcumftances of 
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Hiftory confirm the cruch of the relation. And-Jec him that reads it judge; a 
what dulland dry fellows the Mountebank-Aftrologers, Prognofticators and” . 
Fortune-tellers of thefe dayes are, tothis Noble, Renowned Alexander, Only 
lec him know thag reads , that Lucian was a profeft Atheift, andtherefore no 
wonder if he find Epicurus {poken of with great refpeét, whom all Atheifts,and © 
Atheiftically inclined ate fo much obliged tohonour. Thisexcepted, I think, 
the Story is very worthy tobe known, and much more worthy toberead byall - 
men (confidering the good ufe that may be made of it) then many books that are 
daily tranflated out of other languages, | 
But laftly, If there were or fuch thing, really as Divels and Spirits that ufe to 
appear unto men; towhom fhould they (probably) fooner appear, thengto {uch 
as daily call upon them, and devote their Souls and Bodies unto them by dread- 
ful Oaths and Imprecations ?

But 
the comfort that we have of them (which doth make fame amends) is theicertainty, and 
that they come within the compaffe of Sciences.

Truly, there appeareth 
unto me (if [may {peak without offence and mifconftruction) more Di- 
vinity in thofe words, then in fome books that pretend to nothing elfe. Add

Alexandrinus hath a ftrange ftory out of him, of a Magical Ring, ome or two, 
which Exceflus, King of tie Phocenfes did ule, and forefaw things future 
bythem, | It is'to be found and feen among the fragments of Ar iftotles works. 
And that he did not deny Witches, may appear by that mention he makes 
of them in more then one place. How much he alcribed to common fe- 
port and experience, though no realon could be given, doth appear by his 
Preface to: his Treatife De Divinatione per infomnia: Wherehe propofeth the 
‘cafe, how’ hard it is for a rational man tobelieve any thing upon report 
which hecan fee no-reafon for ; nay , which feemeth contrary to realon? 
as, for aman to foretel by dream what fhall happen in another Kingdome 
far off withoutany apparent caufe. But onthe other fide, faith he, not lefs 
hardtodeny that which all men; or moft men , do beiieve, to wit, that 
there be fuch predictions. For to fay (his own words) that {uch dreams 
come from God , befides what elfe might be objected (which might eafily 
be underftood by them that underftand his Do@rine) it is moft unreafon- 
able to believe i God would fend them to men either vitious in their 
lives, or idiots and fools, of all men the moft vile and contemptible ; who 
have been obferved to have fuch dreams oftner then better and wifer men. 
So leaving the bufinefle undetermined, he doth proceedto the confideration 
of thofe Prophetick dreams, for which fume probable reafon may be given. 
Yet in the fecond Chapter he faith dire@tly , That chough dreams be noe

emibiga'ty. the objection twice or thrice) as that God fhould be thoughe 
to favour either wicked men or fools. I wifh no worfe rT e- 
ver been Printed or Preached concerning God. But ftill let ic be remem- 
bred that he knew of no Divine Word or Revelation. . Yet ful. Scaliger in 
his Commentaries upon Hypocrates De Infomniis, doth wonder that Aviftotle 
fhould ftick fo much at this, and feems himfelf to give a reafon grounded 
in Nature. Indeed he faith fomewhat as to the cale of fools and idiots , 
but nothing (that I remember) that reacheth to wicked men alfo. Let 
thefe things be confidered, and let the Reader judge of how different tem- 
t Ariftole was from that of ancient or later Epicures. This mention of 
Ariftotle and Plato puts me in mind of Socrates their Mafter, bis. Familiar 
Spirit, no Shape but a Voice only, by which his life and aétions were 
much directed. Thething is attefted by fo many, fo grave Authors where- | 
of fome lived at the very time, others not long after, or in times not very 
remote, that I know not how it can be queftioned by any man. Neither 
indeed is it, that I remember, by any Heathens or Chriftians of ancient 
times, and there have been books written of it, divers, in Greek and Latine, 
whereof fome are yet extant. But whether it were a good Spirit or an 
evil, fome men have doubted, and it is free for any man to think what 
he pleafeth of ix, For my part I ever had aReverend opinion of Socrates , 
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The PREPAC E. 
and do believe (if there be no impiety in it, as-I hope not) that he Was, a3 
among Heathensin fome refpect, a fore-runnerof Chrift, to difpoferhem <- 
the better when the time fhould come to imbrace (and itdid it effectually) 
the Gofpel. Many other Phylofophers, that have been of greateft fame, 
were certainly great Magicians , as Orpheus, Pythagoras, Empedocles , and the 
like, as by thofe things that have been written of them by feveral ancient 
authors may be collected. But above all I give the pre-eminence to Apols 
lonius Thianeus , a man of later times , and of whom we may fpeak with 
more confidence and certainty. ‘This was the man whom ancient Hea- 
thens very tenacious of their former worfhip and fuperftitions , did pitch 


upon to oppole unto Chrift. His Life hath been written by divers, fot 


ot them were joyned together and oppofed to the four Gofpels : and 
Hierocles, a famous Phylofopher of thofe times, made a Collation of his 
Miracles with thofe of Chrifts , who wasan{wered by Enjebitis, yer extant. 
Sure it is, they prevailed fo much, that he was for a long time worfhipped 
by many, andinfundry places as avery God; yea, byfomeRoman Em- 

erors, as we find in Hiltory, Philoftratus- hath written his Life in very 
Elegant ftile (as Photiws judged) in 8 books , which are extant. And 


though they contain many fabulous pai as any man may éxpect by the. 
undertaking, yet havetheyfo much trut 


and variety of anéient learning, 
that I think they deferve to be better known then commonly they are; 
but cannot be underltood, I am fure, as they fhouldbe, by any tranfla- . 
tion erther Latine or French that ever I faw: Forthe Paris Edition ,though - 
it boaft of great things (as the manner is). yet how little was performed 
may eafily appear untoany that will take the painsto compare it with the 
former edition of Aldus: Which I fpeak not to find faulc, but becaufe I 
wifh that fome able man would undertake the work ; thefe is not‘a 
book, by the Tranflations yetextant, that'more needeth it. What ufe 
liger made of him, may appear by his frequent quotations in his Notes 
upon Exjebius, in the Hiftory of thofe times. As for Appollonins his Mira ~ 
cles or wonderful A&ts (which is our bufinefle here) though many things 
have been added , fome, probably, done by Impofture , yet I donot fee 
how it canbe doubted but hedid many ftrange things by the help of Spi- 
rits, which things may bejudged by due obfervation of circumftances ; as 
forexample, That being convented before Domitianthe Emperor in the prte- 
fence of many, he prefently vanifhed and was feena great way off (at Pute- 
oli Ithink) about the fame time, That at the very time when Domitian 
was killed ac Rome, he fpakeof it publickly and of the manner of it at Be 
phefus: - and fo of many others, which feem to me (asunto moft’) almof 
unqueltionable. Thegreateft wonder to me is, that fuch was his port and 
outward appearance of Sanétity aud Simplicity, that even’ Chriftians have 
thought reverently of him, and believed that he did his wonders bythe 
power of God , or by fecret Philofophy- and knowledg of Nature not 
vealed unto other men. So Fuftine Martyr, one of the ancient Fathers of - 
the Church judged of him, as is ‘well known. Moft later Phylo‘pherts 
that lived about Julians time, and before that,’ as alfo the Emperors 
felves, many of them, were great Magicians and Necromancers’ as may

It cannot be denyed but this whole bufinefle of Witches, what thtough 
ignorance, whatthrough malice, isvery lyable to many miftakesanddi- 
vers impoftures. Andit were. to be wifhed that in all fuch Trials fome 
prudent Divines, and learned*experienced Phyficians: might be joyned. — 
But hence to conclude with Wierius (who neverthelefle doth acknowledg 
Spirits , and the Illufions and Apparitions of Divels, and their mifchiev- 
ous opperations as much as any, andtells as ftrange things of them) and 
fome others, that therefore there areno Witches and Sorcerers’, is asifa 
man fhould deny the power of herbs becaufe a thoufand things havebeén’ 
written of them of old; and areyet daily falfely and fuperftitiou/ly. And — 
indeed it fo fell out once in Rome,as by Plinieis recorded at large; Where when 
fome afcribed fuch power unto Herbs, asthough Sun and Moos had been’ 
fubject unto them, the‘dead'might be raifed ; armies vanquifbed , and 
whatnot! which wasnov very wellrelifhed by many: atlaftcame dfle- . 
piades, who perlwaded men that' were very well dilpofed to be petfwaded, 
chat all Phyfical ufe of Herbs and Simplés was a' meer cheat, and that men 
were:better want them,. there being other means: eafier and leffe ttouble- 
fometo reftore health and overcomedifeafes , which he profeffed to teach 
and prevailed fo far fora while, that they wetelaid ‘afide, ‘and a new courfe 

of Phyfick introduced. “Which for awhile, as I faid, (fo prone’ 
commonly to entertain new divices).' gave! good content generally: 
wellobferved by /riftotle. (and I think a great pare of humane wil 
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dependethon it) that in all things of the world that are commendable, 
is which 1s and real, fo fomewhat alfo which ié 
counterfeit and falfe. There is beauty Natural, faith he, and there is Ar- 
tificial beauty by paintingandtrimming. A true, found, healthy complex- 
ion, andthat whichmakes a good thew, but is not found. ‘True, real 
gold and filver, butdivers things alfo that may be taken for gold and fil- 
ver ata diftance, or by them that judge at the outward appearance. So, 
true , found Ratiocination , and that which feems fo to the unlearned, 
or to corrupt judgments, though it bevery falfe.. They that confider well 
of this, may the fooner come to the knowledg of truth in all things. 
There was in Aix ( Aqua Sextia anciently , now Aquenfis (ivitas) in Pro- 
cvence (a County of France fo called) in the year of the Lord 1611. a Ro- 
mifh Prieft tryed, convicted, and: by, Sentence of the Court or Parliament 
condemned to be burned alive for abominable praétifes and horrid things 
by him upon divers ({ome perfons of quality) committed with and by 
the Divel. He had long delired stand foughtic; at laftche divel appeared. 
to him inthehabit of a Gentleman. The ftory is in divers books, French 
_and Latine, and tranflated (atthat time I believe) in divers languages. I 
would goe forty miles with all my heart to meet with that man that could 
tell me any thing whereby I might but probably be induced to believe, or 
at leaft to fufpect, that there might be fome miftake in the particulars of 
his Sentence. For my reafon, I muft confefle, was never more pofed in 
thing that ever I read of that nature. Gajffendus indeed in Pereskius his 
life, hath fomewhat (as Iremember) of Pereskius his Opinion, as if he 
thought fome of thofe things heconfeffed might be afcribed unto imagi- 
nation; but 1 fee no reafon given: neither are the things of that nature , 
thatcan admit any fuch fufpicion. Belides, Triftan, of the Lives of the Em- 
perors and their Coynes, will tell you fomewhat which may makea doubt ; 
whether Gaffendus ought to be believed in all things that he reporteth: con- 
cerning thatfamousman. Iam not very much fatisfied of what Religi- 
on (though truly a very learned man) Gajffendus was. .And by the way 
( which is fomewhat tothe cafe of Witchesin general) if | be not miftak- 
en (forl have it not atthis time) there is a relation in that very book of 
fomewhat that hapned to Pereskins by Witches when he wasa child. Thae 3 
wicked Sorcerer which was burned at dix, foretold before his death thac Hi 
fome misfortune would be done at the time and place of his execution % 
which hapned accordingly, and very ftrangely too.

Well: what then fhall we fay to fuch as Ful. Cefar, Scaliger, Fernelius, Sen- 
nertus, the wonders and Oracles of their times ? As Phyficians fo Phylo- 
fophers, men of that profound wifdom and experience (much improved 
in fome of them by long life) as their writings fhew them to havebeen ta 
this day. What fhallwemakeof them? or whatdo they makeof them- 
felves, that will cenfure fuch men as either cheaters of ignorant idiots ? 
Flenericus Saxonia , a Learned Profeflor and Praétiferof Phyfick in Padua; 
in that Book he hath written of that horrible Polonian Difeafe, which he 
calls Plicam, which curneth mens hairs (in fight) to Snakes and Serpents; 
in that book he doth afcribe fo much to the power of Witches and Sorce- 
fers in caufing Difeafes, not private only but even publick, as Peftilences 


and the like, ashimfelf confeffeth he could never have believed, until -he 
ws 


ftrange as any I have read of Witches, and Sorcerers, and Spirits, have 
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was conviéted by manifeft experience; and indeed is wonderful, ‘and ma 
well be thought incredible unto moft, yet is maintained and aflerted by 
‘Sennertus De Febribus, and in his fixth book (as I remember ) De Morbis a 
fafcino , imcantatione, veneficits induélis. 1 will forbear the names of many 
men of fame and credit, Phyficians too, becaufe moft of them are named 
(and commonly enough known) by Senmertus upon this occafion. There 
is one, whom I think inferiour to none, though perchance not fo com- 
monly knownor read and that is,Georgms Raqujaius a Venetian, who by his 
firiteducation and profeflion wasan Aftrologer, caft many Nativities, and 
took upon'him to Prognofticate; but afterwards confcious to himfelf of 
the vanity of the Art’ (that is, when the Diveldoth not intermeddle, as al- 
wayes muft be underftood : for fome Attrologers have been Magicians 
withall, and have done {trange things) gave it over, and hath written a= 
 gainft it very Learnedly and Solidly. Read him, if you pleafe,in his Chap- 
| ters De Magis, De Oracults ; yea, through his whole Book De Divinatione , and 
you may be fatisfied what he thought of thefe things : he alfo was a Phy- 
fician. But { muft not omitthe Learned Author that fet out Mufeum Vero- 
nenfe, a great Naturalift and a Phyfician too; he handles it atthe end of 
that work fomewhat roundly and to the quick , I mutt confefle ; but very 
| Razionally and Solidly, in my judgment, againft thofe pretended Peripa- 
teticians, that would be thought'to defend the opinion of Arifotle herein. 
J could tay fomewhat of ancienter Phylicianstoo, and give fome account 
of thofe many Spels and- Charmes that are in Tralienus, in all his books: 
anancicnt Phyfician , in high efteeme with fome eminent Phyficians of 
thefe late times, as they themfelves have’ told me; though not for his 
Charms, but for his other learning and excellent experience , which they had. 
found good ufe of But this I referve for another place & work. And this men- 
tion of that eminent Phyfician who commended Tradlienus unto me, puts mé- 
in mind of what he imparted himfelf, not long before his death, of his 
~ own knowledge and experience; and particularly of the account he gave 
me of the examination of a Conjurerin Salisbury, at which,he {aid none were 
prefent but King Fames,(of moft Blefled Memory )the Duke of Buckingham,and 
himfelf: It is likely fome others may have heard the fame,and I had rather

‘Of their miferable fhifts and evafions in: general, the 
Auchor or Obfervator rather of Mu/sum Veronenfe , before quoted; will give 
you a good account. I have at this prefent in my hands the writings of 
Phyfician, Augerius Ferrerius by name. What he was fora Phyfician know. 
not; all (1 doubt) of that profeflion will not allow very welk of his Pre- 
face to his Ca/tigationes. Praética Medicine, whatever she chil of the Caffi- 
me gationes themfelves.

knowledge of good Authors, {peak him a Learned man fufficiently, 
anus inhis Hiftory giveshim’a moftample Elogiwm, and makes him to have 
been Ful.

As for that Faith whereby men did work Miracles in 
the Primitive times , fpoken of in the Gofpel, commonly called , The 
Faith of Miracles, that is quite another thing , which I fhall not need to 
fpeak of inthis place. Of a ftrong confidence in God, even in themthat 
are not very godly, whether it may not, to-Gods firft 
order and appointment, fometimes fome ftrange effects; we have 
had aconfideration elfewhere; where we treatof Precatorie Enthufiafm. But 
this alfo is quite another thing, as may appear by what we have written 

Butto conclude this part; upon due confideration of the premifes, and 
what elfe I have in readinefle upon the fame Subject (if God give me life 
and health) I cannot fatisfie my felf how any Learned man, fober and 
rational, can entertain fuch an opinion (fimply and ferioufly) Thar there 
be no Divels nor Spirits, &c.

If he mean Su- 
yernos Spiritus, {uch as appear in form of Angels of Light,fuch as deluded Dr, 
and daily doththole thar hunt after Revelations, and Prophecies, and'un- 
Jawful Curiofities, I grant it. Buethatany good Angels did ever meddle ina 
practice commonly attended with fo much impolture, impiety, coufenageas 
this commonly is, I fhall not eafily grant. Though I muitadd, make great 
difference (if we will {peak properly) between Ars faciendi auri (athing I do 
not deny to be feafible by natural means )and that we call che Phylofophers Stone, 
as before already intimated. And for tharobje¢tion of his, why evil Spirits 
fhould not be the Authors or révealers of it unto any (thi otherwile for 
fome other reafons he thinks itprobable) becaule it is norlikely thar God 
would fuffer them to give fuch power unto men like themfelves, whome 
among men they favour and refpect, thatis, wicked ungodly men.  Firftja 
anfwer, That isa very weak objection, fince we know by conftant experience 
of prefent and future Ages, thatthey are notof the. beftof men commonly 
that are the greateft and richeft. Bur Secondly, There is no great caule to feat 
that any thing hitherto revealed (or hereafter to be revealed, I believe) of this 
fecret, fhould enable men ( good or bad) to do much hurt inthe world. The 
reateft hurt is to theilllfelves who are deluded (y beggerd many factor 
Jaft) andto fome few not very wife whom as themfelves: have 
been coufened. And for this that they can do nomore, we arebeholding 
‘not tothe Dive] who certainly would not be vvanting to himfélfor.to.a 
opportunity to do mifchief by himfelf or his Agents, but to God ie 
not give him the povver: So muchto Mirandula , out of my refpe& tohis 
name, and for the better fatisfaétion to the Reader. I ovve the fight and ule 
ofthe book to my Learned friend Dr.Windett betore mentioned—. Iam much 
confirmed in that opinion (of the Divel being the Author) by vvhat Ifind.of 
it in the book vvhich hath given methis occafionto {peak of it. Were there 
nothing elfe butthe grofs and. impudent forgeries that have been ufed to com 
Mend it unto men, fome entituling che Invention to dam himfelf, others to 
aaa the like , and che many books that have been counterfeited to, the 
fame end;and again the moft ridiculous and profane applying & expounding 
of Scriptures,a thing“ufually done by moft that are abettors of it,thofechings 
vvere enough to make a man toabhor it.

In the meane {pace , and after his return to Prage again it happened fo, that the 30 of May 
isft , I received the Emperours commandment , 1, my Companion , and all mine to depart within 
fix dayes out of Prage aud confequently out of all his Kingdomes , Dukedomes and Lands, Which 
we did, and were come to Exphurd sm Thuringa, and fomerimes to Caflel whether we hadremoved 
our goods and family by reafon the Senators of Exphurd would give as uo leave to hire any hone there 
as both by the Lord Schonberg in the name of the Lord Rehaben , Iwas affayed, with repulfe 
recerved and alfoagain by me and E-K. proved, July 7,8, 9,10, 1, 125 13> 14+ Andon Tue/= 
day ( the 15th day of fune) Dottor Curtz brought upward fromthe Senat that they would not grant 
our Requeft, yet notwsthft anding, if the Lord Rotenberg would again {end unto them ix the matter, 
they would ct npon the matter, O'c.

But after 1 was out of Erffard until my return again , I was fo fore vexed in mind to think of 
Pucci his returnto ourcompany , 4 well for his unquiet nature in difputations » as for his blabbin 
of our fecrets without our leave, or wellliking 5 or any good doing thereby; either in God bis fer- 
vice , or our credit, but rather the contrary, enfuing albeit not of his intent, but by either bis undif- 
creet handling of it, or of his undue hearers of him, &c. And allio for his Houfheld behaviour, not 
acceptable to our wives and family , and alfo becaufe we were warned that he fhould be ewt off from 
our company,@c. And chiefly, now toconfider that he had laid {uch a bait for us with our 
enemy, to entrap us by fair fawning words, which by no meanes the Emperour would confentto do 
before by his authority , but rather to put us out of his Kingdomes, &c. And imagining that he was 
a mighty Explorator uponus, for this Nuncins eApoftolicus, and his adherents , that now he 
might perceive what we had done hitherto, what we were doing, and what we intended todo, 
and contidering that he urged at our hands in anfwer to the former writing , wherein alfo lay a trap 
for either in not anfwering it, or refufingto grant fome points of it, or in our confenting tothe 
whole , this would put matteragainit us to our great difadvantage.
